Developing Market for Imported Goods 
in the New Orleans Area 


The following article has been prepared for the Board of Trade Journal by the British 

Consulate-General in New Orleans, U.S.A. The Commercial Relations and Exports 

Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased 
to answer any questions arising out of the article. 


EW ORLEANS owes its importance primarily to ‘Old Man River,’ the mighty Mississippi, 
N which flows into the Gulf of Mexico about 90 miles from the city. It is the port for the whole 

area of the Mississippi valley which, including the Missouri river and other tributaries, extends 
as far as the Rocky Mountains in the West, the Canadian border in the North, and the Allegheny 
mountains in the East. Since the Civil War, which reduced it to the point of destitution, the port 
of New Orleans has mainly handled raw materials and produce. Its principal imports are sugar, 
coffee, molasses, bananas, bauxite and burlap. Its main exports, many of which reach the port by 
barge from the Mid-Continental belt, are cotton, wheat, flour, corn (maize), sulphur and soya bean. 


Expansion of Trade 

It has also, since the expansion of United States’ export trade during and since World War II, 
become one of the principal ports of exit for manufactured goods destined for Latin America. 
Consequently, great efforts have been made by the Civic Authorities, by such organizations 
as the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans, International House, and the International 
Trade Mart, to foster commercial and cultural relations with Latin American countries. These efforts 
are not, however, directed solely at Latin America; a close liaison exists between these trade bodies 
and the commercial representatives in New Orleans of various European countries (all of whom are 
now housed in the International Trade Mart), and International House has sent several Trade 
Missions to Europe. 

The consular district for which the British Consulate-General at New Orleans is responsible, 
consists of the States of Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, and that part of the State of Tennessee 
east of the Tennessee river. This area has made surprising progress since the war in the development

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of industry, and, in Louisiana, in the production of oil and natural 
gas. Many localities offer plentiful supplies of water, power and cheap 
labour; sometimes free land, and even free factories are provided by 
the State, and State taxation is remitted for a period of years. These 
facilities have led to a drift of industry towards the South, and there 
are now numerous factories scattered over the area, many of them 
located in small towns. This increasing industrialization provides 
scope for increased imports of certain kinds of goods, such as 
machinery and chemicals. The progress which is being made is 
resulting in ancillary per capita income in the region, though this is 
still below the national average. 


Favourable Rates 


New Orleans has never been a major port of entry for imported 
merchandise, but efforts are being made to change this. In 1953 
only 14 per cent. of United Kingdom exports to the United States 
of America entered through New Orleans, The corresponding per- 
centages for certain other countries were somewhat higher—notably

34 per cent. for Belgium and 3 per cent. for West Germany. These 
higher percentages are accounted for by the fact that these countries 
sent in heavy goods, such as iron and steel, cement, and heavy 
chemicals, which are naturally shipped through the port nearest their 
ultimate destination; consumer goods, on the other hand, which 
form the bulk of United Kingdom exports, are still mainly routed to 
New Orleans through New York, which has a firm hold on channels 
of distribution. A considerable saving in freights could be effected 
by routing goods intended for the South Eastern States and for the 
Mid-Continental Belt right up the Mississippi as far as Chicago 
through the Port of New Orleans which is admirably equipped to 
handle every type of merchandise at favourable rates. 

The chief obstacle to an increase in the sale of imported manufac- 
tured goods in the New Orleans area is the small number of firms in 
the area who both are willing and have the financial resources to 
engage in import trade. Many local businessmen, while presumably 
impressed by imported goods, are not prepared to buy them except 
from stock held locally. Among the reasons for this attitude are a 
general lack of experience in importing, the risks which follow. from 
the fact that customs appraisals may be altered after the goods have 
been imported, and a fear that domestic suppliers might look with 
disfavour on firms dealing in foreign goods. In spite of these difficulties 
it is believed that an increasing number of firms is getting used to 
the idea of dealing in imported goods. 


Landings of United Kingdom Goods 


United Kingdom goods landed at New Orleans in 1953 were valued 
at $7,698,110, giving the United Kingdom second place, slightly 
behind West Germany, amongst European nations exporting to New 
Orleans. Among the wide range of United Kingdom goods landed at 
the port in 1953, tractors, whisky, motor cars, urea, machinery and 
parts, cotton cloth, and reclaimed rubber all showed substantial 
increases over the 1952 level of shipment. 

The port also has a Foreign Trade Zone which is used for holding 
stock or for processing goods prior to entry into United States 
customs territory. As there are weekly shipping services assuring 
speedy deliveries from New Orleans to all the Central American 
ports the Zone could also be useful to United Kingdom exporters 
interested in the Latin-American market. An interesting illustration 
of this point is provided by an importer who is now bringing aluminium 
sheet from the United Kingdom into the Zone, where it is corrugated 
or cut into strips which are then rolled on drums for export to Latin 
America.

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Birmingham Exchange and Engineering Centre 





THE BIRMINGHAM EXCHANGE and Engineering Centre, which 
was opened last June, stems directly from the Birmingham Iron 
Exchange established nearly a hundred years ago. Birmingham 
businessmen used then to meet regularly in the same building in 
Stephenson Place which is now occupied by the Centre, to discuss 
their trade, fix prices and buy and sell their products. The Iron 
Exchange was a non-profit making organization and depended for 
its financial existence on subscriptions from members. 


As time went on, however, modern means of communication 
largely superseded the old way of the conduct of business by personal 
meetings of principals and the Second World War and nationalization 
of the iron and steel industry resulted in a considerable reduction in 
the original functions of the Exchange. 


About three years ago the Committee decided to use accumulated 
funds for the purpose of creating a centre for use as a permanent 
exhibition of engineering products and to provide an information 
service designed to be as comprehensive as possible and to be freely 
available to both home and foreign business visitors. All available 
space was immediately taken up by some 240 firms, and there is now 
a queue of would-be exhibitors. Attendance figures for the last 
six months have averaged well over 5,000 a month. 


Visitors from Overseas 


Recent visitors include United Kingdom Commercial Repre- 
sentatives from overseas, Commercial Attaches from foreign 
embassies in London, and representatives of the world Press. Many 
of these overseas visitors now find it convenient to refer inquiries 
from their own nationals directly to the information department of 
the Centre. 


While the exhibition itself is of interest to both home and overseas 
visitors, the information service that the Centre provides is of par-

ticular value. Commercial inquiries of all types are received covering 
sources of supply, production capacity, names of area representatives, 
British and American Standards and a variety of other subjects. The 
ability of the information staff to answer such inquiries is based on a 
sound practical engineering background and many years’ experience 
in handling manufacturers’ catalogues, directories, hand books and 
trade literature. In addition, a library is maintained of over 5,000 
up-to-date catalogues of British engineering firms. An average of 150 
inquiries from all parts of the world are dealt with each month. 


In addition to the permanent displays, facilities are available for 
short-term specialist exhibitions and a full programme of these 
contributes materially to the continuing usefulness, interest and 
publicity value of the Centre. 


Other Services 


Other services include lecture halls with projection equipment for 
film showing, and private offices with the use of telephone and 
shorthand-typing facilities. More than a score of different societies 
now use the Centre as a regular meeting place and many functions 
have already been arranged for the 1955-56 season. Further activities 
being planned include regular lectures by prominent men on topical 
technical subjects, and a series of film documentaries to be shown in 
conjunction with the Central Office of Information. 


There is little doubt that the Engineering Centre, in less than a 
year of its new life, has already offered much to the industrial com- 
munity, and daily is proving its usefulness and making its contribution 
to the business life of the country as a whole.

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Have You a Product Story That Would 
Help Britain’s Export Trade? 


THE UNITED KINGDOM official information services provide 
facilities to manufacturers, unrivalled by those of any other country, 
for securing editorial publicity oversees for their products. A brief 
Item of 200-300 words distributed abroad has in very many cases 
ied to firms receiving inquiries from several countries where their 
products have previously been completely unknown. 

An item of this kind originates with the manufacturer who has 
something to say about his products. For example, he may recently 
have introduced a new line; the teething troubles have been overcome, 
he thinks it pretty good and is ready to go out and sell it abroad. Or 
the subject may be an established product for which he has just 
secured a large order from a foreign buyer. The announcement of 
an overseas tour by a senior executive, or his impressions on his 
return, can also make the kind of news which the editor of an overseas 
publication is ready and willing to publish. 

Many firms are already taking advantage of the opportunities for 
getting publicity through the official information services. More might 
do so with profit to themselves and to the country’s export trade. The 
small and medium-sized firm stands particularly to benefit from 
publicity secured on its behalf. These firms may not have the time or 
personnel to prepare a suitable item for offer overseas. In these cases a 
word with one of the Regional Press Officers of the Central Office of 
Information or a rough note to the Information Division of the Board 
of Trade will normally be sufficient to get things going. 


In nearly every country outside the Soviet sphere, British Informa- 
tion Officers are daily feeding material on diplomatic, cultural and 


industrial subjects to the local Press, including general and trade 
papers, and to radio and television stations. 


The expert staff of the Central Office of Information actually 
produce the necessary material and forward it to posts abroad at 
the instance of the overseas departments to which the information 
officers belong, i.e. the Foreign Office, Commonwealth Relations 
Office, and in some cases the Colonial Office. 


So far as trade and industrial publicity is concerned its object is, 
broadly speaking, twofold, to enhance the prestige of British industry 
in general and to stimulate export inquiries for the particular firm. 
The effectiveness of this publicity depends on the accuracy and interest 
of the material submitted to editors ‘for favour of publication.’ 


Editorial publicity is not a substitute for paid advertising. The 
publication of an item in a particular country cannot be guaranteed, 
nor indeed its inclusion in the budget of material sent overseas. 
Owing to reduced staffs abroad, it is impossible to vouch that press 
cuttings will be sent back to London. Results from the provision of 
an item are not always immediately apparent in the form of un- 
expected inquiries from overseas. The potential buyer who follows 
up an item in his local newspaper or trade paper usually gets directly 
in touch with the firm whose products have been mentioned. Never- 
theless, the number of inquiries which have been brought to the 
notice of the C.O.I. or the Board of Trade’s Regional Offices by the 
firms concerned suggest strongly that the large volume of publicity 
which is being secured has definite export value. 





Here, to illustrate the way in which the services work, are a few 
recent examples of action taken as the result of firms’ initiative. 


The News Story 


From the head of a firm offering an advisory service in conjunction 
with specialized products a representative of the Division was able 
to gather sufficient topical facts for the C.O.I. to make a news item 
of about 300 words deliberately written in a style suited to the needs 
of the popular press. This was included in an 
air mail programme sent to posts overseas. The 
number of editors who used the story is not 
known, nor is it possible to be certain about the 
number of inquiries that resulted. But a check 
by the firm on the inquiries definitely attributable 
to this programme showed 18 from nine different 
countries, and since that time there has come 
evidence of at least two more from Australia. 
It is known that stories of this kind often have 
a ‘life’ of months and even years. They are 
followed up by trade and technical papers 
seeking more detail, which is often supplied 
directly by the firm. 


The Picture 


A lamp-maker who had been in touch with 
the Division had an interesting story to tell 
about his new products — but even better was a 
first-class picture which had come to him from 
his agents overseas showing the product being 
used in picturesque surroundings. All that was required was a single 
glossy print, from which a stereo was made by the Government over- 
seas information services for offer to posts abroad. It was very widely 
published, especially in the United States, and with a short but 
appropriate caption it told the firm’s story rather better than the 
proverbial ‘thousand words.’ 








The Feature Article 


The very big firm invited a representative of the Division to the 
opening of a new and important factory, whose output (and the 
licensing of certain manufacturing rights abroad) could have an 
important impact on the national economy. There was too much to 
tell in a short news story, nor could it be told effectively in pictures 
alone. The C.O.I. therefore produced a 900-word feature article 
illustrated by two photographs supplied by the company. Articles 
of this kind are carefully prepared to appeal to a wide range of news- 
papers and magazines, and they also serve sometimes as the basis 

of radio talks and features. 


The Film 


The agricultural machinery firm visited did 
not have, at the moment, any new product to 
publicize. But they had recently made a short 
film showing their manufactures in use in colour- 
ful circumstances. A check by the Division on 
current requests for trade promotion films over- 
seas showed that there would shortly be a useful 
opportunity to screen a film of this kind to 
gatherings of potential buyers in West Africa. 
A copy of the film was borrowed and sent there 
for showing under official auspices. The firm’s 
agent in the territory was informed so that he 
could, if he wished, attend to answer questions. 
Many films are ‘acquired’ in ways like this, for 
showing either universally or in a particular 
territory. No fewer than 70 films on aspects of 
British industry and trade were distributed 
abroad by the official information services in 
1954. Some of these, generally those of broader 
prestige interest, were ‘dubbed’ into foreign languages and received 
wide circulation in countries of the Commonwealth, North and 
South America, Europe, and the Middle and Far East.

Sale of Copper from Government 
Trading Stocks 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that they have decided to sell 
up to about 45,000 tons of electrolytic over the rest of this 
year. Arrangements for the sale of part of this have already been 
made with the Rhodesian producers and their sales agents, and it is 
proposed to enter into early discussions with the trade about the 
disposal of the remainder. The intention is that so far as practicable 
the copper will be delivered and priced at an even rate. 


This copper is from the trading stocks remaining in the Govern- 
ment’s hands after private trading was restored in 1953. The copper 
already sold is of Rhodesian brands.

Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in March 


THE GOLD AND DOLLAR reserves fell by $14 million during the 
month of March and stood at $2,667 million on March 31. 

Receipts during the month of defence aid from the United States 
are estimated at $21 million. $3 million was received in gold or dollars 
from the European Payments Union in respect of February and 
$2 million was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settle- 
ments. Payment was also made of the $8 million quarterly instalment 
on the Canadian interest-free loan of 1942. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £9 million with the European Payments Union, 
which will fall to be settled in April, as to 50 per cent. gold or dollars 
and as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Export Licensing Arrangements 
for Zinc Ingots and Slabs 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce the issue of an Open General 
Export Licence* authorizing the export to any destination other than 
China, Macao, North Viet Nam or Tibet of specified brands of 
zinc ingots and slabs (or plates). 

The Open General Licences for copper goods and for iron and 
steel goods have been revised to exclude North Viet Nam from the 
permitted destinations. China, Macao and Tibet are already excluded. 
This change is consequent upon the recently announced extension 
of export licensing control to cover all exports to North Viet Nam. 

These licences are dated April 7, 1955, and come into operation 
on April 18, 1955.

EsTIMATES of the balance of payments figures for the United King- 
dom analysed by classes of transactions and by area are contained in a 
White Paper (Cmd. 9430) “The United Kingdom Balance of Pay- 
ments’ issued by the Treasury and published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. 6d.

The Treasury state that in the overall balance in the United King- 
dom current account there was a surplus with the rest of the world 
last year of £160 million, including defence aid of £50 million. 
This compjred with £217 million in 1953 (including £102 million 
defence aid), and was made up of a surplus of £172 million in the 
first half-year and a deficit of £12 million in the second:

() toe and exports valued on a balance of payments basis differ 
from the trade figures and are subject to errors and omissions. 


Both the visible and invisible accounts were less favourable in the 
second half-year than in the first. Imports were up £65 million, exports 
down £31 million, but these figures were affected to an unknown 
extent by the dock strike. Invisibles were less favourable mainly 
because of the annual payment on the North American loans, the 


fall in net shipping receipts, and the worse net balance on Govern- 
ment transactions overseas. 


Defence Aid was much the same in the two halves of 1954; between 
1953 and 1954 it fell £52 million. Expenditure of the United States 
and Canadian forces in the United Kingdom rose from £55 million 
to £65 million between the two years, and offshore sales to the 
United States from £18 million to £37 million. These latter items 
are partly in the visible and partly in the invisible balance; both are 
included in ‘current balance excluding defence aid’. 


In the balance by areas the surplus of £160 million was made 
up of a surplus of £269 million with the rest of the sterling area and 
a deficit of £109 million with the non-sterling areas. Compared with 
the previous year this represented a £96 million strengthening in 
our surplus with the sterling countries, a £153 million deterioration 
in our non-sterling balance:

The main changes were increased exports to the sterling area, in- 
creased imports from the non-sterling area. The deterioration in 
the non-sterling position included a smaller surplus with O.E.E.C.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


Tuesday April 5 
Government Policy on Cotton Industry 


Questioned as to whether he was now in a position to make a state- 
ment regarding the Prime Minister’s meeting with representatives 
of the cotton industry on March 24, and a statement of Government 
policy with regard to the cotton industry, the President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, said that as the Prime Minister 
indicated in his reply to Questions on March 29, far-reaching issues 
of policy were involved in this matter. They affected other Govern- 
ments as well as themselves and they must weigh them fully before 
reaching a final decision. 

They were giving close study to the whole subject in all its implica- 
tions, but had reached the conclusion, with regret, that it would not 
be practicable to announce a decision before the House adjourned 
for the Easter recess. 


Imports of Flowers 

Asked the quantities of roses and carnations, respectively, imported 
into the United Kingdom each month since licensing restrictions on 
these imports were withdrawn, from Holland, Spain and France, 
respectively, the President replied that imports of roses and carna- 
tions were not separately distinguished in the United Kingdom trade 
statistics. 


Exports to China 

Asked why it was not allowed to export phenol and glycerine to 
Chinafalthough China was offering these commodities for sale to this 
country, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, 
replied that the United Kingdom forbade the export of phenol and 
glycerine to China in conformity with the agreement which had been 
reached with the other co-operating countries. 


Consumption of Newsprint 


Before the present newspaper strike, current consumption of news- 
print by newspapers was running at approximately 15,000 tons per 
week the President stated. Before the war the average weekly figure 
was 21,000 tons. The increased imports already authorized should 
permit consumption to increase substantially when the supplies arrived 
in the second half year. 

In addition, about 1,500 tons per week was now used by periodicals 
= other users. This was about 20 per cent. below the pre-war 

re. 

Asked in what way it was proposed to use the unused newsprint 
which would have accumulated as a result of the present strike, 
Mr. Low replied that the average daily saving of newsprint was a 
little over 1,400 tons. The limitation on newspaper paging was in 
respect of the total number of pages which might be published during 
a period of 12 weeks, ending in this instance on May 29. Any news- 
print which might be saved now could, therefore, be used later in the 
period to print additional pages. 


International Bureaux at Berne 


Asked to state the functions and scope of the International Bureau 
at Berne for the Protection of Industrial Property; and which other 
countries contributed to its maintenance, the President replied that 
the Bureau was responsible for co-ordinating the administration of 
the International Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property, 
the latest text of which was set out in a White Paper (Cmd. 5833). 
Article 13 of the Convention described the functions of the Bureau. 
The following was a list of the countries which contributed to its 
maintenance:

Imports of Ointment 

Asked the number and value of import licences currently issued by 
his department in respect of hydrocortisone acetate ointment, Mr. 
Low gave the figure of 91, to a value of £321 since January 1, 1955. 


Imports of Coal from Europe 


It was not intended to remove the control over the imports of coal 
from Europe in the near future, Mr. Low stated, in reply to a question 
as to how far coal was included in the policy of the Government for 
liberalizing European trade. But each import control was subject to 
periodical review, in particular in the light of our balance of payments 
position and our obligations in O.E.E.C. 


Trade in Carpets Between United Kingdom and India 


Asked what steps he was taking to assure reciprocity in carpet 
tariffs between Great Britain and India, Mr. Low replied that our 
Trade Agreement with India provided for a measure of reciprocity 
in preferences though not in the level of duty. The Government of 
India accorded United Kingdom carpets a 12$ per cent. preference 
but their imports of carpets were at present severely restricted by 
quota for balance of payments reasons. We hoped that these restric- 
tions would be relaxed as soon as possible. 


In the 12 months up to the end of February, the value of imports 
of carpets and rugs, duty-free, into the United Kingdom from India 
amounted to £2,300,000. The value of United Kingdom exports of 
carpets and rugs to India in the same period, which would be subject 
to duty, totalled £7,600. 


Prices of Newspapers 

Asked if he was aware that the national newspapers practised a 
restriction on competition by price maintenance as was instanced by 
their joint action in raising prices simultaneously on May 7, 1951; 
and if he would refer this matter to the Monopolies Commission, 
Mr. Strauss replied that the Monopolies Commission’s existing 
inquiry under Section 15 of the 1948 Act had a close bearing on 
this matter, and it was advisable to await their report. 


Unemployment in Hartlepools Area 

Questioned as to what proposals he contemplated to absorb the 
men and women unemployed in the Hartlepools area, Mr. Strauss 
replied that industrial development in this area would be encouraged 
whenever opportunity offered. 


Trading Ban on Retailers 


The President was asked if in view of the fact that, following on 
the report of the Monopolies Commission, the electric lamp manu- 
facturers had given him an undertaking to revoke their trading ban 
on retailers who offered deferred dividends on sales, he would seek 
similar undertakings from all other manufacturers and traders who 
resorted to this ban, and whose activities thus come within the scope 
of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Act, 1948. 


Mr. Strauss replied that the undertaking given to the then Minister 
of Supply followed the Report of the Monopolies Commission into 
the supply of electric lamps. The Commission were now considering 
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the general effect of such practices on the public interest, and their 
report was awaited. 


Exports of United Kingdom Manufactures 


The President was asked what was the value of the exports of 
dyestuffs, radio and television equipment, and electrical machinery 
from the United Kingdom to India, Japan, the dollar area and the 
rest of the world, respectively, in the years 1951, 1952, 1953 and 1954. 


Mr. Low gave the following figures: 
Exports of United Kingdom Manufactures 
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for some firms on both the knitted and fabric sides of the glove 
industry, but he had no evidence that any section of the industry 
was about to close down. 


Cost of Timber Stockpile 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss said that in the current year the cost of holding the stockpile 
of timber was estimated at £480,000. Softwood was turned over 
Periodically and the prices obtained on sale were estimated as not more

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Movements of Wholesale Prices in March 


‘THE BASIC MATERIALS index, after rising by 1-8 per cent. and 
2:1 per cent., respectively, in the first two months of the year, declined 
by 0-9 per cent. in March, mainly on account of a fall of 10-7 per 
cent. in the price of raw rubber. Other materials that fell in price 
between February and March included raw cotton (down 2:5 per 
cent.), raw wool (down 1-1 per cent.) and raw jute (down 8-2 per 
cent.). The continued increase in the price of copper (up on average 
by 2°6 per cent.) only partly offset these and other price reductions. 


The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries continued their upward movement 
with increases of 0-2 and 0-5 per cent., thus showing rises of as much 
as 5-4 and 9-4 per cent., respectively, over the first quarter of the 
year. The further rise in these two indices between February and 
March was due to higher prices for various brass and copper items. 


The decline of 1-6 per cent. in the index for materials used in the 
textile industries, in March, was largely due to lower prices for raw 
cotton, raw wool, raw jute and jute piece goods. This downward 


movement almost brought the index back to its December 1954 level. 


Prices of building and civil engineering and of house building 
materials rose by 0-1 per cent., in March, bringing the increases in 
these indices, since December 1954, to 1:3 amd 0-9 per cent. res- 
pectively. 


Manufactured Products 


The index for manufactured products, other than fuel, food and 
tobacco, rose by 0:2 per cent., in March, thus showing an increase 
of 1-0 per cent. (provisional) over the first quarter of the year and 
reflecting significant increases during that period in the prices of a 
wide range of manufactured products. A narrower range of com- 
modities fell in price between December and March; most of these 
were textiles, including jute piece goods (down 2°8 per cent.), cotton 
cloth (down 1°5 per cent.), canvas goods and sacks (down 1:0 per 
cent.), hosiery and other knitted goods (down 0-7 per cent.), serge 
cloth (down 0-4 per cent.) and rayon fabric (down 0-4 per cent.).

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949=100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 

5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

slightly above the previous month, but 4 per cent. better than in the 
same period last year; consumption of merino tops showed an in- 
crease of 4 per cent. when compared with January, and was 3 per 
cent. better than in February 1954. 


A little more worsted yarn was delivered than in January, the in- 
crease being in handknitting and ‘other weaving’ yarns, counteracted 
by falls in hosiery and carpet and rug yarns; compared with a year 
ago deliveries of handknitting yarn showed a marked increase of 41 
per cent. and although carpet and rug yarn rose also, by 5 per cent., 
these increases were offset by falls of 6 and 10 per cent. in other 
weaving and hosiery yarns respectively, so that in total 2 per cent. 
less yarn was delivered than in February 1954. 


Deliveries of woven fabrics (except blankets) fell by 2 per cent. 
compared with January, mainly owing to a fall of 4 per cent. in 
deliveries of woollen fabrics; compared with February last year there 
was an overall increase of 4 per cent., 2 per cent. in woollen and 8 
per cent. in worsted fabrics. Deliveries of blankets were 7 per cent. 
less than in January, but 19 per cent. greater than a year ago.

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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 
in February 


PRODUCTION PER WEEK in the cotton industry in February showed 
some improvement over January and was a little above the average 
for 1954. Employment, however, whether measured by the number of 
employees at work or the number on firms’ books, showed a further 
slight fall. The number at work in the spinning and doubling section 
was 1} per cent. less than at the end of January, and 5 per cent. less 
than a year ago. The decline was less marked in weaving. 

On a working day basis, total output of single yarn showed very 
little change from Jaiuary, but within the total spun rayon and mixture 
yarns showed a fall of 3 per cent. offsetting slight increases in most 
of the other types of yarns; compared with a year earlier there was a 


fall of 3 per cent. in the total, wholly due to spun rayon and mixture 
yarns, which fell by 22 per cent. Production of doubled cotton yarn 
increased by 2 per cent. during February, but compared with the 
same month last year there was a decrease of 2 per cent., all of it 
accounted for by finer yarns (counts over 26). Two per cent. more 
cloth was woven than in the previous month; compared with a year 
ago there was a rise of 3 per cent. in production of cotton cloth offset 
by a marked fall of 7 per cent. in the output of rayon and mixture 
cloths. 


The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ended March 19) was 19.08 million pounds.

Scottish Industrial Production 
Continued to Rise in 1954 


THE FIFTH ISSUE OF THE ‘Dicest OF ScotTTisH STATISTICs’ 
contains 66 tables illustrating the social and economic life of Scotland, 
a page of charts showing the progress of the Scottish Index of Indus- 
trail Production and information about the production of coal, gas 
and electricity. 

The Scottish Index of Industrial Production which is a continuing 
feature of the Digest shows in a concise manner the progress of 
Scottish industry since 1948. The Index records that during 1954 
industrial production continued to rise, production for the year as 
a whole averaging 5 per cent. more than in 1953 and reaching 24 
per cent. above the 1948 level. The most noteworthy aspect of the 
1954 increase in production was that it came mainly from the metals, 
engineering and vehicles group which contribute largely to the 
export trade. Though metal manufactures fell by about 4 per cent. 
in 1954 the other industries in this group all showed increased 
production: engineering and shipuilding by 11 per cent.: vehicles 
by 10 per cent.: metal goods by 13 per cent. and precision instruments 
by 23 per cent. The manufacturing industries as a whole increased 
their output by 6 per cent. There was a slight decline in the output 
of mining and quarrying, building was up by 5 per cent. and gas, 
electricity and water by 8 per cenc. Industries which showed better 
than average increases in 1954 were paper and printing, manufactures 
of wood and cork and leather manufactures. 

The Board of Trade supply much of the information used in the 
construction of the Scottish Index of Industrial Production and they 
also supply for the Digest statistics of industrial building (approved, 
started and completed); merchant shipping activity at Scottish ports; 
and index numbers of the value of retail sales in Scotland. 

The Digest records in the ‘Labour’ tables that during 1954 the 
working population of Scotland continued to increase and that the 
monthly average unemployment figure was 59,500 —the lowest 
(except for 1951) since 1948. Among other statistics presented are 
persons employed and services provided by the National Health 
Service; fuel and power information (for example, production, 
consumption and stocks of coal, production of coke and gas and 
generation of electricity); population and vital statistics ; agricultural 
output and information collected from the agricultural censuses; 
details about railway, road and air traffic; postal, telegraph and 
telephone services; and criminal statistics. 

The Digest of Scottish Statistics is prepared by the Scottish 
Statistical Office, St. Andrew’s House, Edinburgh and is published 
by H.M. Stationery Office, Edinburgh, price 4s. net (by post 4s. 2d.). 


B.P.C. Review of Pharmaceutical Industry 

In the past 20 years the British pharmaceutical industry has 
increased its output three-fold in volume and nearly seven-fold in 
annual value -from £19 million in 1935 to an estimated £130 
million in 1954. This jump is explained by the general rise in prices 
and the advent of costly new drugs stimulated by the war. Nearly 
one-third of total current production is absorbed by the National 
Health Service. Annual exports have risen more than ten times. 

are some of the facts given in the latest — the twentieth — of 
Fe ya at Reviews published by the British Productivity 
Council. The report says that individual firms have indeed made 
striking advances in efficiency but that, speaking generally, there is 
still plenty of scope for improvement in the application of work 
study, production planning, standard costing, incentives, and the 
interchange of factory visits and exchanges of technical information. 
On the credit side can be put the preservation of excellent labour 
relations and the provision of a high standard of amenities for work- 
people. 

The industry’s main problems are caused by the immense range 
of drugs produced by many firms-even a small company may 
manufacture several thousand different preparations — and the even 
larger variety of packs demanded by customers, though individual 
packing for retail chemists is gradually dying out (pages 6 and 10). 
Export packing presents especial difficulties, owing to the regulations

imposed by Governments overseas. Many firms are overcoming these 
drawbacks by reducing the number of drugs they manufacture and 
simplifying their packing.

Industrialization in Under-developed Countries 


The place of industrialization in integrated economic development, 
the means to assist under-developed countries in drawing up pro- 
grammes of industrialization and the part that might be played by 
economically more advanced countries in furthering such programmes 
are described in a United Nations’ study published under the title 
‘Processes and Problems of Industrialization in Under-developed 
Countries.’ 


This study, prepared by the U.N. Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, and the first of its kind to cover the subject in compre- 
hensive fashion, was undertaken at the request of the Economic 
and Social Council. 


Commenting on the problem as a whole, the authors of the study 
remark that ‘notwithstanding the many difficulties they face, under- 
developed countries today have one notable advantage over those that 
were industrialized during the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries: 
there is a vast fund of . . . experience to draw on and for the most 
part the . . . mistakes of European countries need not be repeated.’

Foreign Capital Investment in Latin America 


A country-by-country study of conditions affecting the investment 
of private foreign capital in Latin America, together with a general 
survey of the flow of foreign capital to that area over the past century, 
has been published by the United Nations. This survey, entitled 
‘Foreign Capital in Latin America,’ was prepared by the U.N. Bureau 
of Economic Affairs at the request of the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Latin America. 


The first part traces the historical development of foreign invest- 
ment in the region and illustrates the shift in emphasis from private 
loans to governments to the almost exclusive reliance since the end of 
World War II on direct business investment and governmental and 
international lending agencies. It also indicates the replacement 
after the First World War of the United Kingdom and other European 
countries by the United States as the major source of foreign capital. 


The rest of the survey reviews the national policies of the 20 Latin 
American republics affecting private foreign investments.

Testing Concrete by Ultrasonic Methods 


Until recent years the only way in which the physical characteristics 
of concrete and the changes brought about by ageing and other causes 
could be determined was by tests to destruction carried out on specially 
prepared specimens. Though useful, these tests were not entirely 
satisfactory because of variations in compacting conditions in specimens 
and structure. The need of the engineer for a non-destructive technique 
for concrete testing was met by the development, at the Road Research 
Laboratory of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
of the ultrasonic pulse method, equipment for which is now manu- 
factured in this country and marketed both here and abroad.

Density Hydrometers for Use in Milk 


B.S. 734:1955, ‘Density Hydrometers for Use in Milk,’ gives 
requirements for two ranges of hydrometer, i.e. for use in rormal milk 
and for use in milks of low density. Each range consists of three types 
to meet the variation in volume of milk samples available. The types, 
form, materials and construction, dimensions and graduations are 
given together with details of hydrometer jars, and a set of tables 
for use with the hydrometers is provided. Price 10s. 6d. 


Definitions of Cinematograph ‘Safety’ Film 

B.S. 850:1955, ‘Definitions of Cinematograph Safety Film,’ is 
a revision of the standard first issued in 1939. 'The advances in the 
technique of the manufacture of ‘safety’ bases, and the recent almost 
universal introduction of ‘safety’ film concurrently with the preparation 
by the Home Office of revised Cinematograph Regulations, indicated 
the desirability of reviewing the 1939 definition and test. 

Having regard to the toxic nature of the products of combustion 
which might be evolved if the chemical composition of the film was 
not to some extent controlled, the standard specifies, in addition, a 
maximum nitrate nitrogen content, and two alternative methods 
for its estimation are given. 

The standard also includes a recommended method of marking 
‘safety’ film. Appendices give explanatory notes on toxicity considera- 
tions, on the relationship of the burning test to the fire hazard of the 
film, and on the ‘ageing’ of ‘safety’ film. Price 4s. 


Glass Electrodes 


B.S. 2586:1955, ‘Glass Electrodes,’ was prepared by a representative 
committee after thorough discussion of the problems associated with 
the use of glass electrodes for both research and industrial purposes. 
The specification has been limited to the essential requirements of 
cor.struction and performance, as it was felt that further elaboration 
would embarrass the manufacturers and might hinder new develop- 
ments, without providing an additional safeguard to users. 

Ordinary size and micro-electrodes are specified, each in three 
ranges which are distinguished by a colour code: (a) general purpose 
electrodes for pH 1 to 10; high pH electrodes for pH 9 to 13; wide pH 
range electrodes for pH 1 to 13. The specification has not been extended 
below pH 1 or above pH 14 because in strongly acid or alkaline 
aqueous solutions the response of the glass electrode may deviate 
from the ideal e.m.f. — pH relationship to a variable and unpredictable 
extent. 


The basic dimensions and constructional requirements of the elect- 
rodes are specified, together with the essential features of the cable 
and plug. Limits are given for the maximum error and the maximum 
resistance of the electrode, and appendices give detailed methods of 
measurement and further notes on these characteristics. Price 3s.

B.S. 2589:1955, ‘Railway Track Spanners,’ is the latest addition 
to the existing series of specifications for the various types 
of spanner in common use.

High Purity Zinc, Zinc Alloys for Die Casting and Zinc Alloy 
Die Castings 

The specifications for ‘High Purity Zinc, Zinc Alloys for Die 
Casting and Zinc Alloy Die Castings have been published under one 
cover as B.S. 1003-4:1955. These revised British Standards were 
originally issued in 1942, when the development of dependable zinc 
alloys of good mechanical properties had resulted in a rapid increase 
in the use of zinc alloy die castings for engineering purposes. 

These alloys are based on the result of much research, and the 
chemical compositions chosen were those giving the optimum balance 
of properties. Since subsequent experience has shown that some allow- 
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ance should be made for the loss of aluminium and magnesium during 
casting, their limits have been slightly modified in this revision. 

Arrangements have now been made for the use of the B.S.I. 
Certification Mark in connection with this standard. Manufacturers 
licensed by the B.S.I. to use this mark are required to ensure that the 
whole of their production of zinc alloy die castings complies with 
Part 2 of the standard. 

Recommendations on the design and production of zinc alloy 
pressure die castings are being issued in a code of practice for zinc 
alloy die casting for engineering, which is in course of preparation.

Recommendations for Storage of Microfilm 


B.S. 1153:1955, ‘Recommendations for Storage of Microfilm,’ 
which supersedes the 1944 edition, contains more detailed information 
obtained as the result of experience since the previous issue. 

The recommendations refer to the storage of microfilm records (in 
roll, sheet and strip form) on which the recorded image is considerably 
smaller than the image viewed, and the base of which consists of a 
cellulosic material coated with gelatin containing an image of photo- 
graphically developed silver. They do not apply to film carrying 
coloured images, or images in which the silver has been altered by 
treatment after processing, such as reduction or intensification. 

Methods of testing for residual thiosulphate and for injurious 
residual silver compounds are given in appendices. Price 3s. 


Log Sheets for Steam and Hot Water Boiler Plants 


The revised edition of B.S. 1374, ‘Log Sheets for Steam and Hot 
Water Boiler Plants,’ now provides for log-sheets primarily intended 
for use by those responsible for the operation and maintenance 
of small and medium-sized boiler plants, fired with solid fuel. They are 
suitable for a single boiler or for a battery of about six boilers. 

This standard will help towards the establishment of a uniform 
practice in recording the performance of boiler plants. Since the 
keeping of proper log sheets is an essential step towards economical 
and efficient plant operation, the value of this standard to large sections 
of industry requires no emphasis. Price 3s.

Kerosine (Paraffin) Appliances for Domestic Use 


As a result of the work carried out by the committee set up by the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power it was considered that a British Standard 
was required for domestic appliances which used kerosine as fuel. 

B.S. 2049: Part 1:1953 dealt with burners common to all kerosine- 
burning cooking and heating appliances and with portable space 
heaters, cooking and boiling appliances. 

This, the second part of B.S. 2049, ‘Kerosine (Paraffin) Appliances 
for Domestic Use. Part 2: Lighting Appliances,’ specifies requirements 
for the design and construction, performance and safety requirements 
of the following lighting appliances: 

(a) Hot blast and cold blast hurricane lanterns. 

(b) Pressure lamps and lanterns. 

(c) Non-pressure incandescent mantle lamps. 

(d) Ordinary wick lamps: (i) solid round wick type; (ii) flat wick 

types, single and double; and (iii) circular wick type, centre 
draught. Price 10s. 


Office Chairs 


B.S. 2582:1955, ‘Office Chairs,’ specifies dimensions and certain 
general requirements for office chairs for use for general electrical work, 
typing, desk machine operating and high keyboard machine operating. 
The committee responsible for the preparation of this standard has 
given serious consideration to the physiological and anthropometric 
research studies which have been, and are being, carried out on desir- 
able seat posture. Accordingly, on the basis of this research, provision 
has been made in the standard for seating heights which are lower than 
those commonly available in the past. 


Requirements for special types of chair, such as those with arm 
rests, which may be required by executives, are not included in this 
standard; but consideration is being given to the preparation of a 
ag standard for fixed and revolving arm chairs for office use.

IT IS SELDOM, nowadays, that a £50 million market opens up almost 
overnight for British exporters. Yet that is what is happening in Iran, 
and in a matter of a few years it will be a £100 million market. 

Under the recently signed Oil Agreement, Iran may expect to 
receive foreign exchange amounting to £45 million in the first year, 
rising to £80 million in the third year. These amounts will come partly 
from the oil revenues, which will be paid in sterling, and partly from 
the payments which the group formed by the participating companies 
will make to Iran to cover its local expenditure. Under a separate 
agreement signed with H.M. Government on payments arrangements, 
Iran will be allowed to transfer her sterling freely to countries outside 
the dollar area, and for purchases in the dollar area she will have 
certain facilities for converting sterling into dollars. A serious challenge 
therefore exists for British exporters, who have the opportunity of 
earning large rewards if they can offer the goods which Iran wants on 
more competitive terms than exporters from other countries. 

In addition, there will be the foreign currency which Iran earns 
from exports other than oil. At present this amounts to some £37 
million a year, of which the sterling payments reach some {£7 to £8 
million a year from the United Kingdom and the rest of the sterling 
area plus a small amount from countries outside the sterling area. 

All these funds will be at the disposal of the Iranian Government 


to meet the needs of Iran’s economy. There will also be large-scale 
purchases by the Consortium for the maintenance and development 
of Iran’s oil industry. These purchases will be made through a procure- 
ment company (Iranian Oil Services Limited) in London. Some idea 
of their scale can be gained from the fact that, in the past, imports 
for the oil industry accounted for a quarter of Iran’s total imports. 


Problems Following Oil Settlement 


In the nature of things oil revenues have not yet begun to flow in 
any quantity. The promise of further United States aid and the 
offer of a £10 million credit for the purchase of goods and services 
from the United Kingdom will help Iran. But her needs (in relation 
to her foreign exchange resources) are so great that it will still be 
necessary to defer many development projects and to ration foreign 
exchange for the present. In September 1954, in fact, the Iranian 
authorities banned all sterling payments, though this restriction was 
relaxed in November, when payments by the Consortium for oil had 
begun to come through. 

British firms should not, however, let themselves be discouraged 
by these early difficulties. For if they decide to wait until Iran’s oil 
revenues are in full flood they may also find that by then arrangements 
have been made with other countries to meet Iran’s needs. Instead, it 
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is to be hoped that, while taking full account of the exchange limitations, 
British firms will start laying the foundations for future business as 
soon as possible. 


Iran is a country of 18 million inhabitants, most of whom earn 
a meagre living from agriculture. Lack of money and land-tenure 
difficulties have so far held progress back, but irrigation and improved 
methods of farming could greatly raise the standard of living. Mining 
is still in its infancy, but Iran has a wide variety of minerals and, 
given modern equipment and above all good communications, im- 
pressive development achievements are possible. Her industries are 
as yet small. They include textile, cement, sugar and soap factories 
as well as a wide variety of smaller factories. Of these the textile 
industry alone is of any size (300,000 spindles). 


Iran has thus the making of a broadly based economy. She can 
hope to be agriculturally self-sufficient and to export, in addition to 
oil, substantial quantities of agricultural products and minerals. 
In the Iranian year ended March 20, 1954, cotton, carpets, intestines, 
skins, wool and rice were the chief sources of Iran’s total export 
earnings of about £37 million excluding exports of oil. 


Iran’s Imports 


Current Iranian import regulations are liberal. There is a list of 
prohibited goods, mostly goods produced in the country (e.g. soap, 
footwear, plastic goods and silk piece-goods) and non-essentials (e.g. 
toys, artificial jewellery and certain cosmetics). The majority of goods, 
however, of interest to British exporters can be freely imported into 
Iran. At the moment the Iranian authorities operate an import quota 
system under which permitted imports are divided into two categories, 
‘essential’ and ‘less essential.’ Present quotas ran officially until the 
end of the Iranian year, March 20, 1955, but it is possible that the 
existing quota system, though not the list of prohibited imports, 
will be abolished at some future date. Further information about 
the import and exchange regulations can be obtained from the 
Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds 
Road, London, W.C.1. 


Table A on the adjoining page shows Iran’s main imports during 
the twelve months ending in March 1951, 1953 and 1954. It should be 
remembered, however, that imports, and particularly imports of 
capital goods, were abnormally small during 1953 and 1954 owing to 
the absence of an oil settlement. 


A better idea of the main types of goods for which British exporters 
are likely to find a market in Iran can be derived from the summary 
given in Table B of United Kingdom exports in 1950, one of the peak 
years for British post-war trade with Iran. These exports included 
purchases by the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company which accounted for 
approximately a quarter of the total. 


Iran’s import requirements can be divided into two main groups: 
consumer goods and capital goods. The market for consumer 
goods is essentially a price market. The Iranians are keen buyers, and 
to take but one example, textiles from Japan, Russia, Italy, Spain and 
the United Kingdom jostle each other in the bazaars. Owing to the 
low standard of living the main demand is for cheap or medium grade 
articles, but there is also a limited market for luxuries. There is a good 
demand for the following consumer goods of a type made in the 
United Kingdom: woollen and, to a lesser extent, cotton piece-goods; 
pharmaceuticals and chemicals including dyes; wireless sets; 
refrigerators; cutlery and hardware; vehicles (particularly small cars 
for use as taxis); motor cycles and bicycles. The development pro- 
gramme will call especially for cement, pumps and small motors, 
iron and steel manufactures, tractors and combines. 


Good Market for Capital Goods 


As regards capital goods, the following schemes are likely to be 
given priority by the Iranian authorities: the improvement of the 
railways, roads and ports; irrigation; assistance to farmers, including 
sales of tractors on credit; provision of municipal electricity power 
plants; municipal water supplies; improvement of the telecommunica- 
tions network, especially telephones; construction and equipment of 
silos; construction of cement factories, textile mills and sugar factories. 
Many of these schemes are likely to come under the aegis of the Seven 
Year Plan Organization, Iran’s principal development authority, 
but others may be handled by municipalities. Numerous reports and 
surveys, most of them dating back two or three years, are available 
to the authorities as blue prints for these schemes. But it is likely to 
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be some time before a fresh master plan for development can be 
drawn up in the light of the oil settlement. 


These schemes should also provide good opportunities for British 
firms of consulting engineers and contractors. The Iranian authorities 
are inclined to prefer to handle calls for tender directly rather than 
through consulting engineers, but at least one British firm of consulting 
engineers has been able to do a large volume of business in Iran since 
the war. Until the oil revenues start flowing in any quantity, however, 
the Iranian authorities are likely to be reluctant to spend money on 
surveys by consulting engineers. 


In addition there should be a good demand from private firms for the 
following: textile machinery ; cement making machinery; oil extracting 
machinery; machinery for the preparation of cotton, rice and tea; 
electric power plants; pumps and motors for irrigation; mining 
equipment; heavy transport vehicles. Sturdiness and ease of mainten- 
ance are essential qualities for much of this equipment. 


Competition for orders in Iran will be extremely keen. The generous 
aid given by the United States to Iran has strengthened the com- 
mercial links between the two countries. Earlier this year France 
opened a 5 milliard franc credit to Iran for the purchase of capital 
goods and French firms are showing a keen interest in projects of all 
kinds. German and Japanese representatives are in force in Tehran, 
and are making extremely attractive offers both as regards prices and 
credit terms. Finally, the U.S.S.R. is hoping to send an increasingly 
wide variety of industrial equipment and vehicles to Iran. 


United Kingdom exports to Iran have only grown from £5 million 
in 1953 to £8 million in 1954, compared with over £30 million in 1950. 
But the reputation of British goods remains, and there is a general 
consciousness among merchants of the long term value of trading 
connections with the United Kingdom. Provided United Kingdom 
exporters are highly enterprising and competitive it should not take 
long to recover the lost ground and to improve on the 1950 record 
when the United Kingdom supplied Iran with over a third of her 
imports. 


British business men who have come to Iran in the last few months 
have been able to lay the foundations of some excellent business and 
in several cases to carry off large orders in the teeth of fierce competi- 
tion (£5 million for rails, £14 million for tractors and agricultural 
machinery). 


Vital Importance of Visits to Iran 


The first need is for personal contact. Practically no business can be 
done without an understanding of local conditions and a good agent, 
and the latter is not easy to find. Moreover, many Iranian merchants 
are inclined to consider machinery and vehicles as but another form 
of goods to be sold over the counter, and personal contact is necessary 
if good servicing facilities are to be provided. It is also important, 
whenever possible, to arrange for servicing and sales personnel to 
be trained in the United Kingdom. If a visit is impossible the Export 
Services Branch of the Board of Trade and the Economic and Com- 
mercial Department of the British Embassy will be glad to suggest 
possible agents. 


In the case of large-scale orders for capital goods an early visit to 
Iran is essential. Information and advice obtained outside the country 
is often difficult to evaluate. The size of most orders will justify the 
cost of the journey many times over. Foreign competitors are prepared 
to spend endless time and trouble in discussing Iranian requirements 
on the spot and in submitting, free of charge, detailed proposals long 
before there is any prospect of a contract being signed. If the orders 
are to go to the United Kingdom British manufacturers must be 
equally enterprising during the all-important formative stages of an 
inquiry. 

As elsewhere, prices, deliveries and credit are likely to be critical 
factors. The tendency to pay quite as much attention to price as to 
quality is general. Quick deliveries are wanted because. so much 
equipment is urgently needed for Iran’s development, and because 
delay is costly in a country of high interest rates and quick profits. 
Credit is needed because the Iranian authorities are anxious to make up 
for lost time and, however large their prospective income, the 
country’s development needs will always greatly exceed it. 

All this does not make Iran an easy market. But it is a market in 


which enterprising firms can reap rich rewards and lay the foundations 
of a large and expanding trade.

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West Europe’s Progress Towards Economic Strength 


WESTERN EUROPE’S ECONOMY is in better shape today than 
ever before, says the sixth report, published last week, of the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Cooperation. 


The report was approved recently by the Council of O.E.E.C., 
and appears with the sub-title ‘From Recovery to Economic Strength’. 
It is in three parts. A general survey is followed by a series of detailed 
chapters dealing with production and productivity; the internal 
financial situation; trade and payments between Western Europe and 
the outside world; intra-European trade and payments; the develop- 
ment of overseas territories and of under-developed areas; trade and 
payments problems and policies and long-term problems. There is 
also a group of chapters dealing with the economic problems of each 
of the Member and associated countries and overseas territories. A 
statistical appendix »s also included. 


In a digest of the report, the Treasury draw attention to some 
‘striking facts’ that emerge from its first pages. These show that 
between 1938 and 1954 Western Europe increased the volume of its 
exports to the outside world by 70 per cent., of its exports to the 
Dollar Area by 114 per cent., of intra-European trade by 70 per cent., 
and of its imports by only 12 per cent. 


The Treasury’s digest continues: 
The balance of payments improved spectacularly after the post- 
Korean disturbances. Between mid-1951 and mid-1952, the gold 


and dollar reserves had fallen by $1:5 billion. Between mid-1952 
and end-1954 they rose by $4-6 billion and nearly doubled their size. 


The aims that Western Europe set itself in the recovery pro- 
grammes of 1948 have all been achieved, and in many cases exceeded. 
Dollar exports and intra-European trade have both risen far more 
than was expected. The latter, indeed, helped by liberalization (now 
at more than 82 per cent.) and the E.P.U., has risen more than Western 
Europe’s own production, and a certain integration of the European 
economies has, in effect, taken place. Moreover, the ‘25 per cent. 
expansion programme’ of 1951, which envisaged an average annual 
increase of 4-5 per cent. in the gross national product over 5 years, 
was satisfactorily fulfilled in both 1953 and 1954 (the gross national 
product in 1954 being 11 per cent. higher than in 1952). 


Thus, in 1953 and 1954, Europe achieved, simultaneously, in 
conditions of internal financial stability, a marked increase of pro- 
duction and a considerable strengthening of its foreign exchange 
reserves. 


The Problems 


But ‘extraordinary dollar receipts’ (aid and military receipts) 
still play an important part in Western Europe’s dollar balance. 
Western Europe received about $2°5 billion under this head in both 
1953 and 1954, the proportion of aid in the total decreasing as military 
receipts rose. Europe’s current balance with the dollar area, excluding 
such receipts, showed deficits amounting to $4 billion in 1951-52, 
$1 billion in 1953, and rather more than $1 billion in 1954. Between 
mid-1952 and mid-1954, this deficit was running at a lower rate 
than the extraordinary dollar receipts, so that Western Europe’s 


hard currency reserves were strengthened. But in the second half 
of 1954 the reverse was the case. 


The dollar problem is not acute, and a general dollar shortage 
seems unlikely in the near future. But the dependence on extra- 
ordinary dollar receipts rather than on ordinary commercial earnings 
and United States foreign investment poses a problem for the future, 
particularly in view of the fact that most European countries still 
restrict dollar imports (despite recent progress towards liberalization). 


Certain countries have particular problems to solve. In particular 
the Southern European countries (Greece, Southern Italy, Portugal 
and Turkey) have heavy tasks of economic development, and France 
has to pursue the renovation of its economy. On another scale, certain 
countries have had to face unfavourable developments —both a 
deterioration of the terms of trade and some increase of inflationary 
pressures — in the last few months; such problems, however, which 
face in particular the United Kingdom, Denmark and Norway, do 
not seem of such a nature as to be insoluble by prompt action of the 
type already taken. 


The Tasks 


The balanced progress of the past two years must be maintained. 
This will depend in part on United States policy: Europe wants less 
aid, but more trade and foreign investment. Western Europe, for 
its part, must continue to safeguard its internal financial situation, 
maintaining a rate of growth of demand consistent with the resources 
available to it, and will have to continue a considerable investment 
effort in the next few years. And its policies must continue to be guided 
by the need, simultaneously, to expand production and liberalize 
its trade and payments. 


Western Europe can only fulfil these two needs if individual 
countries maintain a whole-hearted co-operation in economic 
affairs. Particularly, there is scope for the greater development of 
international action in three fields: productivity, the development of 
the more backward economies, and trade and payments policies. The 
growth of European production henceforth depends increasingly on 
the growth of productivity. Recent experience, and the creation of 
the European Productivity Agency, show that progress here can 
substantially be aided by co-operative action. 


So far as the development of the underdeveloped areas — both 
inside Western Europe and in the Overseas Territories — is concerned, 
the Report underlines the importance for all countries of progress 
in this direction. In respect of trade and payments, it is clear that 
progress towards convertibility must be accompanied by the evolution 
of a satisfactory code of international behaviour; for the new multi- 
lateral system at which Western Europe aims is one that will be 
associated with high and stable levels of employment, and only by 
the adequate co-ordination of national policies can both of those 
be assured.

Haiti and United States 


Her MAjesty’s Embassy in Port-au-Prince reports the signing 
there on March 3 of a Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Naviga- 
tion between the Republic of Haiti and the United States of America.

Increases in Turnover Tax on Imported Goods 


A DECREE dated December 21, 1954, amended by a further decree 
of February 4, 1955, provides that the import tax payable on certain 
goods imported into the Netherlands shall be subject to the additions 
shown below. These additions took effect from January 1, except 
for tariff numbers 363 (a), 363 (b) 2, 704 (a) 3A, 704 (a) 3BI aa, under 
Part A, and ex 322, ex 818, 896 (c) 1, 896 (c) 2 under Part B, which 
are subject to the increase as from February 15. 


The purpose of these increases is to eliminate partially or wholly 


the difference in the incidence of taxation between imported and 
locally produced goods.

Budget Proposals for 1955-56 


THE CANADIAN Finance Minister presented his Budget for 1955 
to the Canadian House of Commons on April 5. 

The Canadian Government has decided not to increase the tariff 
on British wool cloth which was the subject of a recent Tariff Board 
inquiry. It has also decided that, as from July 1, Canada will rebind 
the duties included in the Tariff Schedules of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. 


The Minister proposed a number of changes in the tariff of which 
full details will be published next week in the Board of Trade Journal. 
He also gave notice that he intends to refer to the Tariff Board the 
Tariff Items covering chemicals and primary iron and steel products, 
these sections of the tariff being now considered out of date. 

Certain changes in the Excise Tax Act were also proposed, of 
which details are given below. These changes came into force on 
April 6, 1955, but are, of course, subject to the approval of the 
Canadian Parliament. 

1. The excise tax on automobiles adapted or adaptable to passenger 
use is reduced from 15 per cent. to 10 per cent. 


2. The excise tax on tyres and tubes for automotive vehicles of 
all kinds is repealed. 
3. The sales tax on the following goods is repealed: 
(a) materials to be used exclusively in the manufacture or production 
of feeds for poultry, cattle and other stock and fur-bearing

(b) creosote oil and other wood preservatives when for use ex- 
clusively in the treatment of timber, poles or lumber; 

(c) material to be used exclusively in the production of terrazzo
